But instead of costing Upland tax 
payers five and one half cents per $100 of 
*ssessed Valuation, as estimated on the 
April ballot, the Public Employees 
Retirement System (PERS) has es 
timated that it will cost nine cents per 
$100 of assessed valuation 

Both estimates were made by the 
PERS, according to Upland City 
Manager Elwin Alder. The PERS made 
its most estimate using more 
information regarding the 
retirement program 

With the new program, Upland Police 
Officers can retire when 50 years old and 
receive retirement payments of two per 
cent of their salary for each year served 
in Upland. The maximum retirement (75 
percent of salary) a person could receive 
would be reached at 55 years of age 

According to Alder, Upland voters 
voted in the last election to improve 
police retirement benefits and add any 
cost incurred to the city’s taxes, Last 
year’s city tax rate was $1.80 per $100 of 
assessed valuation 

lhe second reading of Ordinance No 
1026 will be made at the next regular city 
council meeting, Monday, May 20. If it is 
approved at that time, it will become 
effective 30 days later, in time to meet 
the July 1 starting date for the retire 
ment program, according to Alder 

In another matter the council voted 5-0 
to approve a proposal for street improve 
ment, including the placing of a planted 
median strip, on Mountain Ave. between 
Foothill Blvd. and 16th St 

The council approved the plans, sub 
ject to federal funding, after an orai arid 
graphic presentation and analysis of the 
proposed improvements given by City 
Engineer Fred Blanchard 

Cost of ths four-block improvement to 
Mountain Ave., part of an overall plan 
for improvement to all of Foothill Bivd 
will cost approximately $400,000, 
Blarctiard said at the meeting 

Approximately 83 percent of the cost 
of the improvements will probably come 
from federal funds, according to Alder 
The remaining 17 percent will be paid for 
by gas tax funds received by the city 

In another matter the council voted 4- 
1, with councilman Hal Bailin voting no, 
to acquire the services of Attorney 
Charles Martin as a consultant to assist 
the city attorney in preparing a case in
